He's heard all the jokes - 
door-crasher special, drive-thru, 
even "the new traffic circle in 
Virgil." 

Regal Florist co-owner Darrell 
Boer can laugh about circum¬ 
stances that ended with a mini¬ 
van through the front door of the 
house on the property of the 
Niagara Stone Rd. garden centre 
Saturday afternoon. 

Nohody was hurt—that in 
itself was a miracle—and the 
collision, as it unfolded, was so 
bizarre that Boer has to draw a 
diagram to explain it. 

A Honda Odyssey was south¬ 
bound on Niagara Stone Rd., 
when the driver attempted to 
make a left turn on to Line 1. 
Somehow, says Boer, the driver 
over-steered and lost control, 
clipping the back of a pick-up 
truck stopped on Line 1, at the 
red light, heading west. 

What happened next he still 
finds hard to describe. 

The police report, says 
Niagara Regional Police Const. 
Derek Watson, says the Odyssey 
"arced" after hitting the pick-up.

The Town is ready to lis¬ 
ten to what residents have 
to say about medical mari¬ 
juana facilities. 

The opportunity for res¬ 
idents to talk about their 
problems with pot-grow¬ 


ahead and approve or turn 
down an application, but 
at least, said Eke, “out resi¬ 
dents would know we’re 
standing up for them.” 

There are also some 
regulations he’d like to 
have clarified, such as 
whether a medical mari¬ 
juana operation falls under 
the category of a pharma¬ 
ceutical or agricultural 
operation. The answer to 
that would determine what 
is permitted as far as zon¬ 
ing, he said. 

Some municipalities, 
such as Ottawa and Port 
Colborne, are dealing with 
the issue by treating such 
facilities as pharmaceuti¬ 
cal operations, limiting 
them to areas of commer¬ 
cial zoning. 

At the same time, he 
says, he doesn’t want to 
discount the opportunity 
of such a development to 
the farming community. 

“We want to understand 
the regulations clearly,” he 

“And we want to listen 
to the public, and establish 
exactly what our controls 
can be, or should be.” 

There will be another 
public meeting, likely June 
16, when the planning staff 
report. Incorporating com¬ 
ments from Monday’s 
meeting, comes forward, 
he said. 

The May 5 meeting 
begins at 5:30 p.m. in the 
council chamber.

The minivan actually 
did a 360-degree turn, says 
Boer, knocking down the 
shruhs in the parking lot of 
the small mall across the 
street, crossing Niagara 
Stone Rd. and hitting the 
hack of the garden planted 
around the Regal Florist 
sign that people driving 
through Virgil are so famil¬ 
iar with. 

Boer, who was at the 
garden centre talking to a 
customer, ran outside 
when he heard the first 
crash and then a sound like 
an engine revving, hut far 
louder than it should have 

He says he yelled for 
someone to call 911 before 
the vehicle even hit the 
garden. 

“When 1 heard it, 1 
looked up and saw it cross¬ 
ing the street, flying,” he 

“It was air-borne by 
then," says Boer. 

He saw the mini-van sail 
over his parking lot, rico¬ 


chet off the back of his 
Dodge Ram pick-up truck 
that was parked in the lot, 
and then veer toward the 

“It happened so quickly 
it was hard to process what 
I was seeing," he said. 

“I thought at first it 
might hit the greenhouse, 
but then I realized it was 
headed for the house.” 

It went through the front 
door and came to a stop in 
the foyer, fortunately before 
it hit the staircase to the 
second level. 

His sister and brother- 
in-law, Michelle and Mark 
Langbroek, co-owners of 
Regal, and their four kids, 
aged 14 to 20, live in the 
house. 

Three of the family 
members were home at the 
time: Michelle was in the 
basement, her youngest 
son was upstairs and her 
daughter Allison, the old¬ 
est, was in the living room 
at the front of the house, 
working on her computer. 

She got up to look out 
the window when she 


heard the commotion out¬ 
side - she heard the crash 
into the first truck and then 
the squealing as the mini- 
van crossed the street. She 
watched it hit her uncle’s 
truck and come toward the 
house, she said. 

“I think I shut down 
then. I don’t think I real¬ 
ized what had happened 
until the book shelf went 
flying across the room and 
the things that were on it 
came flying towards me.” 

The inside wall beside 
her was taken out, and 
when the family looked at 
the mess later, the tire 
marks in the house were 
pointing right at where she 
was standing, she said. 

“It’s only because it hit 
the wall that it stopped. 
And not a single person 
has a scratch on them. It 
really was a miracle,” said 
Langbroek. 

l^ile she screamed for 
her mother and brother— 
he had to jump over the 
railing and the van to get 
out—Boer had run to the 
to the minivan, opened the 


side door and quickly real¬ 
ized the driver and passen¬ 
ger were unhurt, but he 
could hear screaming 


inside the house, and and 
called to somebody to go 
in and get the family mem¬ 
bers out the side door. 


"I was really shaken," 
said Langbroek. 

“I had to sit down in the 
greenhouse and calm 
down. I’m still replaying it 
in my head, and we’ve aU 
gone over a million and 
one scenarios of what 
could have happened. It 
could have been so much 

It was a busy Saturday 
afternoon in the green¬ 
house and store, with cars 
coming and going in the 
parking lot, but when he 
ran outside, Boer says, 
there was nobody walking 
in the lot—otherwise the 
outcome could have been 
quite different. 

There was little damage 
to the truck on Line 1, but 
extensive damage to his 
truck, he said. 

The front door of the 
house is boarded up, but 
the family can continue to 
live there while the house 
is repaired, he said. 

The driver, a 40-year-old 
man from Hamilton, was 
charged with careless driv¬ 
ing, said Watson. 
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Weather delays 
start of jet boats 
on Niagara River

The jet boats are in the 
water, but adventure tours 
are on hold until there’s 
no danger of running into 
chunks of ice on the 

It’s always a waiting 
game, says Garry Hierlihy, 
operations manager of 
Whirlpool Jet Boat Tours, 
but this year the harsh 
winter has delayed the 
start of tours on the 
Niagara River and forced 
the cancellation of some 
of their bookings. 

Like other boaters and 
tourism operators, “we’re 
affected by the weather,” 
he says. 

The adventure rides 


can’t begin until the ice 
boom, which keeps the 
ice on Lake Erie from 
flowing into the river and 
causing shoreline dam¬ 
age, is removed, says 
Hierlihy. The decision to 
remove it is based on the 
amount of ice remaining 
on Lake Erie, and is at the 
discretion of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. 

Once it’s removed, it 
takes three to five days for 
the ice to flow over the 
falls, along the river and 
into Lake Ontario. 

“We’re usually operat¬ 
ing by late April,” says 
Hierlihy. 

“Last season was an 
anomaly in the other 
direction—we were 
underway by April 19." 

The boats will be in the 
water and ready to go by 
Friday, but it could be 
another week after that 
until tours are underway, 
he said, pending ice con¬ 
ditions. 

The boom is removed 
when the remaining ice 


on Lake Erie is judged to 
be 250 square miles. It’s 
now at about 750 square 
miles and even larger on 
the east end of the lake. 

The 250-square-mile 
guideline is based on the 
amount of ice that can 
safely travel down the 
river, broken into chunks 
as it goes over the falls, 
without severe damage to 
the shoreline, he 


explains. 

However, he said, there 
is also always the possi¬ 
bility, depending on the 
wind, that the ice could 
move instead to the other 
side of the lake and not 
even make it into the 

But nobody takes that 
chance—and other tour 
operators such as the 
Maid of the Mist and 


Hornblower are in the 
same boat. 

Whirlpool won’t even 
put its Queenston docks 
in the water until there is 
no chance of ice moving 
down the river, he said. 

“Ice is very unforgiv¬ 
ing, and nobody wants to 
get it its way.” 

Whirlpool Jet Boat 
Tours has eight boats to 
launch at the NOTE 


Sailing Club, where they 
will remain docked until 
tours begin from the 
Melville St. operation in 
the Old Town as well as 
from Queenston and 
Lewiston. 

“The long-term fore¬ 
cast is for a hot summer, 
so that’s great news for 
the season,” says Hierlihy. 
“We’re just waiting for it 
to kick in.”

> Residents want to 
talk about traffic, 
school closures 
and marijuana

Property standards, school 
property, medical marijuana 
facilities and the Anne St. 
development were issues resi¬ 
dents attending the third town 
hall meeting Monday at the 
community centre wanted to 
talk about. 

NOTL Lord Mayor Dave 
Eke chaired the meeting which 
was attended by about 30 resi¬ 
dents, members of councii and 
town staff. 

The first order of business 
was the OcL 27 municipai elec¬ 
tion, with an offer from town 
staff to ensure residents are on 
the voters list. 

The purpose of the meet¬ 
ing, Eke toid those in atten¬ 
dance, was to provide trans¬ 
parency on issues facing the 
council, and work to improve 
services by hearing direcdy 
from residents. 

While the attendance was 
light, the number and range of 
topics was not 

The number one issue on 


the minds of many partici¬ 
pants was school closures in 
NOTL. While there will likely 
be an appeal with regards to 
District Schooi Board of 
Niagara trustees voting to 
close Parliament Oak, the 
question was asked as to how 
DSBN will deal with the valu¬ 
able properties, which aiso 
includes Niagara District 
Secondary School. 

Eke told the gathering he is 
committed to foliowing up is 
how the province wiii address 
the issue of small communi¬ 
ties losing their schools. “Smah 
communities cannot survive 
without local schools and the 
provincial system in place is 
not working,” he said. 

Counc. Dennis Dick said 
“the minimal representation 
small communities have on 
district school boards is a 
problem across the province. If 
a school is slated for an accom¬ 
modation review committee 
process, it’s a death nail.” 

A number of concerns were 
raised with regard to property 
standards. While the town 
continues its poUcy of not tak¬ 
ing action unless it receives a 
complaint, a number of exam¬ 
ples of "eye-sores” in the 
community were named by 
participants. 

"Can the town order the 
demolition of derelict build¬ 
ings?” The reply was "Yes,

but not if the property owner 
has been given an extension to 
work out plans for the proper¬ 
ty” was Counc. Terry Flynn’s 
reply. 

With regard to how some 
residents keep up their prop¬ 
erties Counc. Martin Mazza 
indicated there is a difference 
between property zoned rural 
and residential. "The current 
poUcy of the town taking action 
only when a complaint is 
received really pits neighbour 
against neighbour,” he said. 

Mazza said he would rather 


see a hybrid approach where 
town staff also report viola¬ 
tions of town bylaws. Because 
some properties were named 
at the table discussion coun¬ 
cillors were able to provide 
background as to a history of 
actions taken, which follow a 
specific process. In extreme 
situations the town is required 
to apply for a court order to 
enforce its own bylaws to clean 
up a property, which the resi¬ 
dent pays for. The best option, 
residents were told, is to have 
compliance to the bylaws rath¬ 


er than having to enforce 

Participants were interested 
to hear from council members 
about the process of develop¬ 
ment of the Anne SL property. 
It was pointed out that when a 
property owner disagrees with 
town zoning requirements it 
usually results in an appeal to 
the Ontario Municipal Board. 
This process is expensive for 
tax payers, and usually results 
in tire town’s loss.

However, the Town has known this 
change in iegisiation was in the works 
for at ieast a year. Other municipaii- 
ties have already enacted legislation. 
And given the agricultural industry in 
town and the number of greenhouses, 
it’s no surprise this is an attractive 
location. 

It’s great that the Town is reacting 
to an issue that concerns residents. 
Too bad it wasn’t proactive in facing 
the issue head-on in a more timeiy 
manner.

Most Niagara 
farmers treat 
farm workers 
like famiiy 

We are writing this let¬ 
ter in response to an arti¬ 
cle entitled “Lose your 
health, lose your joh” 
(Niagara Advance, April 
17). 

The article contains 
several generalizations 
and in the opinion of 
several local farmers, fac¬ 
tual errors that imder- 
state the importance of a 
mutually trusting and 
caring attitude between 
the farmers of Niagara 
and their migrant work- 

The reporter notes the 
possibility of a migrant 


worker hiding, or not 
seeking treatment for an 
illness or workplace inju¬ 
ry for fear that they will 
be replaced and sent 
back to their country. 

He further suggests 
through interviews that 
long work days and a 
lack of transportation 
may be reason for them 
not to seek medical care. 
Language and cultural 
reasons were also provid¬ 
ed as “evidence” that 
farm workers would not 
be provided or ask for 
needed health care. 

In essence, the article 
casts a poor shadow on 
the farmers of Niagara 
without addressing the 
facts - that migrant work¬ 
ers are an essential com¬ 
ponent of sustainable 
farming in Niagara and 
that most growers treat 
their employees as fami¬ 
ly, ensuring that their 


health care needs are 
met and treated with pri¬ 
ority as illnesses and 
injuries arise. 

In most farm work 
places (most certainly on 
our farms), workers that 
are sick or injured are 
transported to a medical 
clinic or hospital imme¬ 
diately upon evidence or 
report of illness. 

If the worker does not 
speak English, a transla¬ 
tor (either the farm 
owner or another bilin¬ 
gual paid employee) is 
sent with them. 

Whatever is pre¬ 
scribed to the (OHIP cov¬ 
ered) employee by the 
health professional is 
what we provide to that 
employee immediately 
(bed rest, medications, 
follow up treatment). 

We all have countless 
examples of this being 
the normal standard of 


care for migrant workers 
from our farms or our 
industry neighbours. 

It’s simply not feasible 
to send a worker home 
because an illness or 
injury as it ignores some 
very important realities. 

Migrant workers have 
experience and are 
trained on our proce¬ 
dures and job require¬ 
ments, it’s not a simple 
proposition to replace 
somebody with 15 years 
of experience (the aver¬ 
age tenure of our migrant 
staff on most aU our 
farms). 

Migrant workers are 
like family to us, in sever¬ 
al cases we now have the 
second generation of 
Mexican migrant workers 
joining our farming 
team. It’s important for 
us that their parents 
would recommend us as 
a welcoming and safe 


work place where all of 
their health care con¬ 
cerns will be addressed if 
necessary. 

Migrant workers, like 
aU of our Canadian work¬ 
ers on staff are covered 
by WSIB (as employers 
we pay the required pre¬ 
miums) so serious inju¬ 
ries that would prevent 
an employee from con¬ 
tinuing his or her job 
would be covered using 
the same WSIB proce¬ 
dures that any Ontario 
employee/employer 
would use. 

While drawing com¬ 
parisons to the “imagi¬ 
nary” workplace where 
you could be let go of 
“for any reason, any rea¬ 
son at all, with no 
recourse or appeal’; the 
article fails to point out 
that the Mexican consul¬ 
ate has a branch assigned 
to provide liaison and 


counsel to Mexican 
migrant workers (as does 
the Jamaican consulate). 

Their job, as request¬ 
ed, is to let employees 
know their workplace 
rights in Ontario and 
answer any questions or 
concerns that they have, 
in their native language. 

If there are farm 
employers that don’t 
have the same standards 
for their employees as it 
pertains to health care, 
it’s likely a condition of 
the law of averages. 

We can say with abso¬ 
lute assuredness that the 
employment conditions 
described in this article 
are not a fair or real rep¬ 
resentation of most 
farms here in Niagara. 

We would welcome a 
follow-up interview.

That no 
one seems to 
know how to provide that 
help is troubling, but 
we’ll find that out, too. 

Kind words go a long 
way.

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Town settles with developer over Anne St. apartments

Nineteen home owners 
on Anne St. will have new 
neighbours, more than 
they were hoping for. 

The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake and the devel¬ 
oper, Benny Marotta of 
Sohnar Homes, have come 
to a compromise over the 
number of apartments in a 


four-storey building in the 
Old Town to avoid an 
Ontario Municipal Board 
hearing. Marotta was 
appealing the Town’s 
attempt to limit the num¬ 
ber of units. 

The original proposal 
called for 142 apartments, 
the Town had set an upper 
limit of 105 units, and has 
setded tor 125. 

“1 think it will be nice 
when it’s finished,” said 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke. 

And five of seven resi¬ 
dents appealing the Town’s 
decision, hoping for an 
even smaller development, 
have also settled. 

Doug Snider, one of the 
Anne St. residents who 


considered any apartment 
building out of character 
with the neighbourhood, 
has chosen to withdraw his 
appeal. 

It’s not what he wants or 
what he thinks belongs on 
the street, he says, but at 
least it’s an improvement 
on the original proposal. 

“1 think it was a fore¬ 
gone conclusion the 0MB 
would have supported the 
town and the developer. I 
didn’t have the time or the 
inclination to go on with it. 
At least this way we had 
some input into the design 
fetures and landscaping. 
It’s just one of those 
things—there was going to 
be an apartment there and 


we weren’t going to be able 
to stop it. We felt we’d be 
better off if we agreed to a 
compromise.” 

The town planning 
department had already 
won some concessions—a 
design staff was more com¬ 
fortable with for the access 
to an underground park¬ 
ing garage, to eliminate car 
lights shining into neigh¬ 
bours’ yards and windows 
at night, and a major 
change to the design to the 
front of the building with 
the centre of it at four sto¬ 
reys. The two sides are only 
three storeys, which was 
thought to have less of an 
impact on the streetscape. 

Also, the four-storey 


portion will be set back 100 
feet, breaking up the 
appearance of one large 
building. 

And Instead of town- 
houses filling every square 
inch of the property, right 
up to neighbours’ fences, 
the apartment building has 
setbacks and landscaping 
around it, said Snider. 

The apartment building 
will replace homes on 
three properties known 
locally as the Sentineal 
houses and horse barn. 

George 
Schachtschneider, also an 
Anne St. resident, hasn’t 
signed off yet, on princi¬ 
pal. 

He still doesn’t believe 


an apartment building is 
appropriate in his Old 
Town neighbourhood, or 
that the Town should have 
given in with zoning or 
Official Plan amendments. 

He expects he will with¬ 
draw his appeal, but he 
isn’t happy about it. 

“We’re not going to win, 
1 knew that from day one,” 
he says. 

"But I go to these meet¬ 
ings and I come home so 
frustrated. We’ve spent so 
much time talking about 
where to plant trees around 
the building, and that’s not 
the issue. We shouldn’t 
have to talk about trees; we 
shouldn’t be building it in 
the first place.”

Risk increases with age 
and family history, says 
Yelamanchili. 

It is recommended that 
men and women between 
the ages of 50 and 74, who 
do not have a family his¬ 
tory of colorectal cancer 
and do not have symp¬ 
toms, be screened every 
two years using an FORT. 


For those who have a 
family history of colorec¬ 
tal cancer in a first-degree 
relative (parent, sibling or 
child), the program rec¬ 
ommends a colonoscopy 
to screen for colorectal
